Improved Breeds of Live 
Stools. 

It was with no little pleasure that 
we noticed the introduction of some 
very fine breeds of livo stock the other 
day by Harper Brothers and by Mr. Al- 
lison of Semilkaineen. That British 
Columbia is eminently adapted to stock 
farming is no longer open to question. 
The grasses of the interior possess nu- 
tritive properties which cannot, wo 
believe, he claimed for any other known 
grasses; the ranges are practically illi- 
mitable, water is everywhere in abun- 
dant supply, and such is the nature of 
the climate that stock passes the win- 
ters well without handling or housing. 
In the more favored localities animals 
come out in early spring equal in con- 
dition to the best stall-fed. It is no 
loss true that British Cola nb^a presents 
a profitable field for carrying on the 
business of stock-fanning. Looking 
at the question in the light of prospec- 
tive dovelopemont, it will bo many 
years yet before our stock-farmers need 
look abroad for u market. The intro- 
duction of improved breeds of animals 
into this Province becomes, therefore, 
a mattorof no little importance. It is 
to bo feared that the importance of 
"blood" is not always adequately 
understood even by stock-farmers. 
With too many a cow's a cow, whether 
sho bo a short horn or a long horn, 
a thorough — bred Durham or 
a hybrid runt. To such it would 
Beenitt piece o:: criminal extravagance 
to pay thousands for an animal to im- 
prove the herd that was bought for 
tens. And yet, it is perfectly certain 
that in order to attain any great degree 
of success in this branch, good breeds 
must be introduced; and it is equally 
susceptible of demonstration that he 
who does this properly will reap ft rich 
reward. Let ns refer to an instance to 
illustrate this: Embosomed among 
tho Compton hills, in what is called the 
"Eastern Townships," within a hundred 
miles of Montreal, is "Hillhurst Farm'' 
now enjoying a world-wide reputation 
for its superior breeds of cattlo. It is 
the property of Mr. H. Cochrane. It is 
not at all our intention to conduct the 
reador over Hillhurst Farm, for that 
wore more than it would bo possible to 
ascomplish within the limits of a single 
articl. But we merely propose to pre- 
sent a few instances, with a view to 
showing how well breeding superior 
stock can be made to pay. When, 
quite within the recollection of the 
present writer, Mr, Cochrane made 
his little beginnings by importing a 
braco at five thousand dollars each, he 
was thought to be little better than in- 
sane. Now he is immensely wealthy. 
Tho following we abridge from tho 
columns of a contemporary : 

"At the present time the "Hillhurst" 
herd comprises about eighty pure-bred 
Short Horns, mostly consisting of pure; 
Bates and pure Booth families. There 
are but few grade animals of any sort 
on the farm, it being Mr. Cochrane's 
intention ultimately to have none 
but thorough-breds on his estates. 
Chiof of the Bates tribe at "Hill- 
hurst," stands the superb throe-year- 
old bull "Sixth Duke of Geneva," 
This is one of the strictly pure Dukes, 
which are recognized by all Short Horn 
authorities and connoisseurs as the 

Eurestof pure, thene plus ultra of their 
ind. The value of this animal may be 
inferred from the fact that calves of 
similar pedigree readily bring from 
$5,000 to $(5,000 each. A son of "6th 
Duke, out of "Duchess 101st," is now- 
weaning and otherwise preparing at 
"Hillhurst," to go to England at one 
thousand guineas. "4th Duke of (le- 
n'eva," lately sold for $7,(100. Cows 
aro sent from the United States to Hill- 
hurst," for service by "6th Duke," ata 
fooof r 100each. "Duke of Hillhurst," 
bred by Mr. Cochrane, and now in 
England, is serving pure Bates cows at 
iifty guineas each. Next come the 
famous trio of "Duchesses," "97th," 
"101st," and "103rd," imported by Mr. 
Cochrane at an aggregate! cost of more 
than Hoventeon thousand dollars. From 
them, Hix calves have been obtained 
sinco their advent at "Hillhurst." One 
of them, unfortunately, died at six 
weeks old, but the other five brought 
their fortunate owner the handsome 
sum of twenty-six thousand tivo hun- 
dred dollars. Four of them went to 
England and one to the United States, 
Thofio magnificent cows, worth more 
now than their original cost, are all 
safely in calf to "6th Duke," and will, 
should their progeny do well, bring in 
another golden harvest ere long to re- 
word and enrich their enterprising pro- 
prietor. These three "Duchesses," 
stand at tho head of the Bates family; 
but in addition to them "Hillhurst 
can boast of about twenty of the "Wild 
Eyos" and "Waterloos," hardly less 
noted strains of short-horn celebrity. 
Among those are some prom isingliief or 
calves, bred by tho "6th Duke;" but 
tho bull calves have all been sold and 
distributed to various parts of the 
United States and Great Britain. 

The Influence) of San Juan. 

In a rocent articlo upon the subject 
of the disputed group of Islands fall- 
ing to tho United States, wo ventured 
to express a belief that tho possession 
of San Juan by the neighbouring llo- 
public must exert more or lesB influence 
upon tho question of a Western ter- 
minus for tho Canada Pacific. Railway. 
T>8 Now Weatmiutitov 'iHcruUl" takes 



exception to our viows on that point; 
and in doing so it endeavors to make 
out that if our argument is worth any- 
thing at. all it would boar with double 
weight against carrying the railway 
across Johnstone's Strait. But surely 
a very Pttlo reflection must convince 
our contemporary of tho difference be- 
tween passing under tho guns of a for- 
eign fortress and crossing a narrow 
strait nearly two hundred miles within 
our own waters. In the one case 
we should pass on sufferance. In the 
other it would be merely a question of 
defending ourselves in our own terri- 
tory against an invador, and that, too, 
with great natural advantages for de- 
fensive operations. The ability of 
Great Britain to defend herself cannot 
bo open to question. The good-will of 
a foreign neighbour may. But wo aro 
by no means alone in thinking that the 
cession of San Juan will constitute an 
additional reason for seeking a termi- 
nus beyond the waters commanded by 
that island. That point is well under- 
stood {at Ottawa. Its importance is 
recognized by English capitalists; ami 
it must, therefore, receive recognition 
at the hands of thoso who shall decide 
tho route and terminus of the great na- 
tional highway. Esquimalt is not 
within range of San Juan. Tho Haro 
Strait is. Our contemporary may spare 
itself the trouble of endeavoring to in- 
timidate us by holding up Barclay 
Sound as a possible terminus. 

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

Europe. 

London, September l 2Q — The mine 
owners of Newcastle, in reply to tho 
demands of the deputation from tho 
Miners' Association, refused an advance 
of fifteen per cent, on wages on the ground 
that tho price of coal had already fallen, 
and a farther considerable decline was ex- 
pected.

Liverpool for New York. 

Prince Arthur opened tho Round Bay 
Park, at Leeds, yesterday. There were 
appropriate ceremonies in the presence 
of a large assemblage. A grandJJJball was 
given at tho Town Hall in the evening. 

The wife of Biamark has arrived at Tor- 
quay, where she will soon be rejoined by 
her husband. 

During a thunder storm yesterday the 
lightning struck a mill in Lifctleborough, 
Lancashire, and killed four women, and 
several other operatives were seriously 
injn rod. 

London, Sept. 30— An immediate de- 
cline in tho price of coal is confidently 
expected. 

The American residents at Paris aro pre- 
paring a grand banquet to tho representa- 
tives of the United States at the Geneva 
Tribunal. 

Drums, Sept. 20 — The meeting to pro- 
test against the occupation of Rome, 
which was advertised some days ago, has 
been indefinitely postponed. 



Ironclads at Soa. 

The London '■'fiir.es," of August 12th, 
in describing the manajvures of tho iron- 
clad ileet, speaks as follows of Harvey's 
torpedoes: — 

When the men had done their dinners, 
always the fixed reconing point in a ship's 
day, tho Agineourt and Sultan asked per- 
mission to haul out of the line to try tor- 
pedo experiments. The Agineourt experi- 
mented by herself, [but CaptainJVanaittart, 
of tho Srdtan, thought ho might as well 
see what lie could do with ono of his 
neighbors, Ono of Harvey's torpedoes, of 
a size to have contained 701b. of guncot- 
ton, was got ready and lowered over the 
tau'ntil. This evil-looking engine is 
shaped like tho American "otter," used in 
fishing, ami moves rapidly through tho 
water at right angles to tho power that is 
towing it. The wire rope to which it is 
attached is coiled on a drum, controled 
by strap breaks, which prevent it un- 
twining too fast, and the torpedo is fitted 
with triggers, which, on striking the side 
of a vessel, break among the powder, or 
gun-cotton, a glass tube tilled with sul- 
hhuric acid. About 200 yards of wire 
rope were run out and the Sultan was 
made to steam rapidly past tho Hector; 
the torpedo, dragging its cork buoys after 
it, coursed foaming through the water, 
rising and falling as a porpoise swims, 
but it missed the Hector. 

Captain Vansittart was more successful 
with the Penelopo, a double screw, and 
tho torpedo was made to strike her fairly 
under the quarter. With a tremendous 
jerk which nearly dragged the drum and 
tin! breaks and the men that held them 
overboard, the wire ropo was broken close 
to tho torpedo, most probably by one of 
the 1'er.olope's screws, and when a boat 
had picked up the deadly toys both the 
the triggers were found depressed, and 
had the gun-cotton been there, the 
Penelope with her rudder and screws 
blown to bits, and her stern port shat- 
tered, would most likely have sunk 
a few minutes after the Sultan had made 
the signal, "Torpedo successfully explod- 
ed under the Penelopo." Practically, 
however, the Sultan is not the sort of 
ship from which to work a torpodo. In 
action she would have enough to do to 
work her eight •tOO-pounders effectively, 
and what if iu some sudden exigency of 
lighting she was forced to go astern, and, 
which would be exceedingly possible, 
came rubbing up against her own petard?

— The plans as prepared 
by Mr. Mallandaine consist of a two-story 
block (with a basement added if required) 
nearly ninety fee: frontage by a depth of 
fifty-five feet— 12 feet being reserved for 
offices, etc., at the rear. The ground floor 
contains Custom House on the right-hand 
side nud Postoftice on the left of a central 
passage 15 feet wide At the end of this 
imssage, thrown back into a recess, is a 
stone staircase, (! feet for a central flight 
and two side flights -i feet wide after turn- 
ing tho half space. A stone landing and 
a paved passage 5 feet wide load on tho 
one fair floor to 7 large offices. The lower 
stair is 18 feet high, and the upper 15 feet. 
Tho front, it is intended, shall be entirely 
of cut stone -12 feet to top of cornice, in 
the Italian style; a rusticated ground 
story— having a central doorway of Palla- 
dian character, 9 feot wide by 1G feet in 
height, tilled in with folding doors, ami 
approached by four steps. Three large 
pediment-headed windows and two door- 
way — one giving private entrance to the 
Postottico, and the other an entrance to 
the Custom House — complete the front. 
On the ono fair floor and 8 semi-cireular- 
headetl windows — four on each side of the 
centre, which consists of a triplet window 
with projecting balcony, in addition to the 
genoral projection of the centre, which 
is about 12 inches before tho lino of front. 
A handsome clock with a -1 feet diameter 
terminates the elevation. The roof is 
covered with metal. Immediately over 
tho principal entrance and under the arch, 
fueing the front, will be carved the Do- 
minion arms. 



Unblushing . — It will be remembered 
that at the time tho indemnity question 
occupied so much attention in March last, 
our local contemporary took the position 
that, taking Cariboo as the standard, fif- 
teen cents a mile and five dollars a day 
considerably more than recouped the 
members, and it made a most abusive at- 
tack upon the memlers who took part in 
the movement for increasing tho indemni- 
ty to eight dollars a day and twenty-five 
cents mileage, comparing them to Fenian 
raiders, chicken-roust robbers, and even 
went so far as to intimate their fitness for 
the chaingaug. The people of Cariboo 
have expressed their opinion that twenty- 
jive cents a mile traveling expenses and 
Hoven dollars a day, including traveling 
time to and from the seat of Government , 
would not bo too much. The "Sentinel" 
cordially endorses that opinion. And yet, 
in the, face of these facts, our local con- 
temporary has the temerity to assert that 
its course on the indemnity question has 
been supported by Cariboo ! 

DntECTORS Coming.--- The Olympia "Tri- 
bune" of Saturday says: "The Directors 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany are expected to arrive in Olympia 
on Tuesday or Wednesday. After stay- 
ing here a day or two they will proceed 
on a tour of the Sound, and for this pur- 
pose have secured the use of the North 
Pacific. Instead of going to Victoria on 
Wednesday evening she will take the Di- 
rectors; and the Goliah, for a trip or two, 
will carry the mail. 

Accident. — Yesterday afternoon, as Mr 
E. Brown, accompanied by Mr. Tims and 
Mr. Nelson, was driving homo from tho 
Inlet, the horse bOOamo restive and Mr. 
Brown, in leaping from the buggy to 
qniet tho animal, lost his balance and 
foil, alighting on his left elbow, which 
was diseolatod by the shock. Mr, Brown 
was attended by Dr. Trew and will, wo 
hope, be all right again in a' few days.— 
fN.

Nova Scotia.— The Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association Convention met at Hali- 
fax on the evening of tho 5th Sept., the 
Hon. Chief Justice Sir William Young 
presiding.

Death of Peter Cabtwkioht. — The 
dispatches announce the death of this 
noted Methodist preacher, But few men 
were better known in all tho great West, 
and none were more respected. He was 
a man of the most determined force of 
character and unconquerable will, togeth- 
er with sterling integrity and boundless 
resources in great emergency. He was 
the pioneer of Western Methodism in the 
Western States, ami a firm believer in 
muscular as well as mental Christianity. 
Though of a limited education as far as 
the classics were concerned, his practical 
knowledge was great, and but few oppo- 
nents dared to meet him in argument on 
the peculiar tenets of his church. 



Abbival or Tin- Scylla.— H.M.S.Scyl- 
la, Capt. Boxer, arrived in Esquimall har- 
bor on Sunday morning. Light baffling 
winds during the entire voyage are re- 
ported.

The officers of the Sparrow- 
hawk and Boxer will sail in the next mail 
steamer. Lieut. Jooelyn, formerly of 11. 
M.S. Scout, is tirst Lieut, of the Scylla. 

The Rokert Cowan. — This schooner 
arrived at Portland on the ovening of the 
25th inst. She sailed from Honolulu some 
time in August and arrived off the Bar on 
tho twenty-fifth day after her departure. 
Most of the passage was fair, with the 
exception of dead calms, which delayed 
the vessel far behind the usual time in 
which the voyage is completed, The 
Cowan brought 1871 kegs of sugar, 400 
kegs of molasses, and a small quantity of 
tropical fruits. One hundred tons of her 
cargo is destined foi Victoria, whither 
she will sail as soon as tho freight for this 
point is discharged.
